Condition Of 
Kazoo Man At 
Ann Arbor Good 


ANN ARBOR 'AP) — A 22- 
member 
surgical 
team 
com­ 
pleted the first heart transplant 
in Michigan history’ today at the 
University of Michigan Hospital, 
and the patient left the operat­ 
ing room in what was described 
as “excellent” condition. 
“The way things went it would 
have appeared that we had done 
many of them — it went so 
smoothly,” 
said 
Dr. 
Roger 
Nelson, senior associate director 
at the hospital. 
It was the world’s bls human 
heart transplant. 
The operation, which took five 
hours and 28 minutes, was trans­ 
planted the heart of an uniden­ 
tified 37-year-old man to Philip 
T. Barnum, 49. of Kalamazoo. 
Nelson told newsmen Barnum 
was awake and smiling when he 
was wheeled out of the operat­ 
ing room, and no complications 
were 
encountered during the 
surgery. 
Waited For Donor 
Barnum , who had been in the 
hospital since Aug. 8 awaiting a 
donor, said early Thursday that 
“this is one of my better days— 
this should be the day.’’ 
Nelson said surgery began on 
Barnum at 11:46 p.m ., the don­ 
or died at 12:45 a.m ., at 3:02 
a m. the heart had been trans­ 
planted and began to beat spon­ 
taneously, and at 5:15 a.m. th# 
operation was completed. 
The go-ahead for the surgery 
was given when the donor suf­ 
fered a massive brain hemor- 
rage and hope for his survival 
was abandoned. He had entered 
the hospital after suffering a 
stroke about a month ago. 
Flutter Subsides 
Nelson said there was a brief 
flutter in the heartbeat after the 
transplant but it subsided spon­ 
taneously. He said the donor’s 
heart was 
approximately the 
same size as Bam um ’s would 
have been if it had been nor­ 
mal. Barnum ’s heart had be­ 
come enlarged 
from 
his 
ill­ 
ness, a degenerative disease. 
A 
hospital 
spokesman 
said 
there was no m ajor tissue in­ 
compatibility between 
Barnum 
and the donor, and the match 
was described as being as good 
as or better than the average 
in kidney transplant* between 
unrelated patients. 
One of the m ajor obstacles to 
successful 
transplants 
is 
the 
tendency of the patient to re­ 
ject any foreign 
tissue in tro 
duced into the body. Both donor 
and recipient must be of the 
same blood type and hav# a 
close genetic match.

“There were cries of ‘police 
brutality* 
throughout

tion,” he said. “The liberal ele­ 
ment of the news media put 
out a lot of publicity unfavor­ 
able to the police.” 
Charges of brutality and dis­ 
crimination novc are losing their 
impact Mid audience, Hanger 
told the municipal leaders. Snip­ 
ing at police, assaults en police 
and the bombing of police cars 
have gamed them sympathy, he 
said. 
“ Police are transposing from 
the villains to the good guys,” 
he declared. 
“They now are

dogs.” 
Hanger said he favored the

ders,” Dr. Albert J. Reiss Jr.,

There were bloody anti-draft 
riots during the Civil War, he 
said, riots tty anarchists at the 
start of this century, riots over 
voting rights tor women and 
major disorders when unions 
first started organizing.

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Voting For President 


People like to repeat th e old saw about 
‘‘Everybody complains about the weather, but 
nobody does anything about it!” 
It’s a bit that way with the Electoral College. 
Actually there has been some change in th® 
Electoral College since it was founded and there 
have been more unsuccessful attempts to change 
it since then, but it has not been amended since 
1804. 
It creaks, it should be amended, but amend­ 
ment takes some doing because the system was 
twisted out of shape in the first place to grant 
special privileges and privilege dies hard. 
♦

* 
It doesn't make much sense to most voters 
that they don’t ballot directly for the President 
and Vice President. They cast their votes in the 
machine or on the ballot for the President and 
they think this action is translated diroctlv into 
the election of the favorite, but it doesn’t hap­ 
pen that way. 
The President isn’t elected by the popular 
ballot that will be cast next on Nov. 5, but by 
the presidential electors of the Electoral College 
elected then. They translate the popular vote 
into the official vote to elect the chief executive 
and the vice president. 
Each state slate of Presidential electors is 
equal to the total number of the state’s U. S. 
senators (2) and representatives. In Michigan 
this means 21 and their names aren’t even on 
the ballot. 
t 
e 
e 
This system is obviously not “one-man* one- 
vote” because tiny states like Rhode Island get 
the two senators just like populous states like 
California and New Y’ork. so the electoral voting 
is not representational. Skimpily populated Ne­ 
vada has 14 times as many electoral votes, pro­ 
portionate to its population, as New York. 
Another device that reduces proportionate 
representation is the bloc rule that gives all of 
a state’s Electoral College votes to the winner 
of the state contest. Forty-one days after elec­ 
tion the electors meet in their own state 
capitols and chose the President. They’re free 
to elect anyone they want, but by custom they 
support the nominee to whom they’re pledged in 
the November popular balloting. 
* 
* 
* 
The Electoral College was created in part be­ 
cause of the founding fathers’ compromise be­ 
tween democratic popular self-rule and patrician 
rule by an elite leadership, but there was a more 
practical, less ethical and reprehensible reason. 
It was a plot to permit the Southern states to 
tally the slaves as citizens, but not to let them 
vote. 
The South was enabled to count the popula­ 
tion contribution of the slaves without letting 
them have the franchise. It was racist politics. 
The North went along and let the South manage 
its Negro problem which was to erupt so much 
later in a mass migration of the Negro field 
hands to the industrial cities of the North. 
The Electoral College made it possible for 
a nominee who received the majority of the 
popular vote to lose the election. It happened to 
Samuel Tilden, Democratic governor of New 
York in 1876, (and an investor in Escanaba’* 
Tilden House) who got 50.9 per cent of the popu­ 
lar vote but lost the White House to Ohio Re­ 
publican Gov. Rutherford B. Hayes by one elec­ 
toral vote. Tilden won with the people but not 
with the system. 
*

George Wallace, the former governor of Ala­ 
bama with his Independent Party campaign for 
the Presidency has revived some of the fears 
created by t h e 1878 election. He hasn’t t h e 
strength to win the Presidency, but he could 
very conceivably win so many Southern votes 
with his racist policy of Negro segregation that 
he could deny an Electoral College majority vic­ 
tory to Nixon or Humphrey. 
Failure to win in the electoral college would 
throw the election into the U. S. House of Rep­ 
resentatives, where Wallace would expect to 
have strong bargaining powers as the states 
chose a President. In the House the 27 smallest 
states with only 17 per cent of the national 
population could, mathematically, name the Pres­ 
ident

The Electoral College is not all bad. It is 
regarded as a crutch — maybe an indispensable 
one — for our two party system, but it was 
founded in deceit and it continues an inequity 
of representation and should be changed. 
Polls show’ that 65 per cent of Americans 
want a change to direct election of the President. 
We move in that direction but the movement 
needs acceleration.

Neighborly Aid 
Returning from a visit to five South Ameri­ 
can countries, Galo Plaza, secretary general of 
the Organization of American States, recently 
reported a “crisis of confidence” in that con­ 
tinent. 
“There are signs,” he warned, “that the 
people of I.a tin America who have looked to 
the Alliance (for Progress) are beginning to 
despair. Youth is growing restless and impa­ 
tient at the growing gap between the have and 
the have-not nations . . .** 
Even as Plaza spoke. Congress was paring 
the fiscal 1969 foreign aid appropriation to a 
bare-bones figure. I^atin 
nerica’s share has 
been cut below t h e sums originally promised 
when the Alliance was created by President 
Kennedy. 
The Alliance for Progress, like all foreign 
aid programs, is based on the assumption that 
money, wisely spent, will erase the social injus­ 
tices and industrial backwardness on which the 
cancer of communism feeds. It is preventive 
medicine, designed to obviate the necessity for 
much more costly and dangerous operations in 
the future. 
It is worthy of some kind of comment that 
at the same time as we are spending $30 billion 
a year on just such a major, and some say hope­ 
less, operation in little Vietnam, we are prescrib­ 
ing less than $1.5 in preventive aid for South 
America. 


SNAGGING SALMON

arresting fishermen 
for snagging salmon near the 
mouth of the Thompson River. 
I do not see why there should 
be any law against the snag­ 
ging cf salmon under certain 
conditions. 
In Montana there is an open 
season for the taking of salmon 
by snagging. This is done in 
certain streams when the sal­ 
mon are making their spawn­ 
ing run. A fisherman is allowed 
a certain 
number 
of salmon, 
either by hook and line with 
bait or by snagging. There are 
certain 
rules controlling 
the 
snagging. 
Montana does not sell the sal­ 
mon commercially. They belong 
to the sport fishermen. I do 
not see where the Department 
of Conservation has the right 
lawfully to take the salmon 
and sell them on the commer­ 
cial market. 
They are

this strictly a6 a business.

The salmon was brought in­ 
to Michigan as a sport fish and 
the bulk of the money spent on 
this program was 
sportsmen'* 
money. If there are any sur­ 
plus salmon in our waters the 
sport fishermen should

QUESTION— We are getting 
ready to do over our m ain bed­ 
room The walls are of regular 
plaster and are painted an off- 
white.

The problem is th at there are 
quite a few cracks in the plas­

If 
we paint, we know w e’ll have 
to patch the cracks. C an you 
give us some advice on that

ANSWER; The plaster should 
ne repaired w hether you use 
paint or w allpaper. The kind 
of patching plaster that comes 
in sm all containers, usually a 
form of cardboard, will be sa t­ 
isfactory. It is a pow dery sub­ 
stance that requires only m ix­ 
ing w ith w ater before using. 
W hen patching the sm all hair­ 
line-type cracks, the m ixture 
should be fairly w atery so that 
it can be easily pressed into 
i tile openings. 
The laiger gaps present a 
different problem . They should 
be undercut first; that is, open­ 
ed a little further so that the 
edges of the plaster slant in- 
l w ard.

enable the 
patching m aterial to rem ain in 
place while it is hardening.
